This year's engineering team of 
eighteen students consisted of all sopho- 
mores and juniors. They worked under the 
supervision of Mr. Sent, Nathan Hardin, 
and Karl Kuhn. The team competed four 
times on Friday, March 7th, and three 
times on March 8th, at the CSU 
Convocation Center. 

Each match was two minutes, 
where two teams joined together to com- 
pete against two other joined teams. In the 
center of the field, there was a ramp with 
twenty-nine containers located across the 
center, making the shape of a pyramid. 
Four stacks of four containers were on the 
perimeter for each team to send a player on 
their team out. The player would be 
placed in any configuration the team 
chooses in their scoring area. They were 
allowed ten seconds for this to happen. 
There was fifteen seconds autonomous 



mode, which means there is a no driver 
mode. At the end of the no driver mode, 
the drivers controlled their robots by joy- 
stick and tried to maximize the number of 
containers and stakes in their scoring zone. 
At the end of the match, any robot on the 
top of the platform received twenty -five 
extra points for their team. 

Next year, the team hopes to be 
sponsored by NASA Glenn. NASA spon- 
sors teams for their first two years in the 
competition. St. Edward hopes to be 
paired up with Max Hayes again, but 
wants to start working a few months soon- 
er to take advantage of their shop facilities. 

Throughout the competition, the 
team was very flexible and had to adjust in 
a short period of time. They had to recon- 
figure the robot three or four times. At the 
beginning, the robot was overweight, and a 
significant amount of weight had to be

taken off. Other problems included chains 
coming of the wheels because they were 
too loose and the robot tipping over. The 
team came up of a way to tension the 
wheels and devised a bumper-like system 
to prevent the robot from tipping. On 
Saturday morning, late in the competition, 
junior Kevin Watson switched a motor and 
did all the work himself in thirty minutes. 

"The experience was very valu- 
able. There was a lot of realistic engineer- 
ing, and there was a lot of hands on expe- 
rience," said Mr. Sent. 

"We are very proud of the stu- 
dents and how they worked as a team. 
They cooperated well with the adults and 
showed good sportsmanship. There was 
intense competition, and the robot 
answered the bell for each round. Next 
year, we plan to improve out standings," 
commented Mr. Sent.

March 12, 2003. It is a cool 
quiet morning on the streets of downtown 
Cleveland. But it would not remain silent 
as 600+ students from 15 northeast Ohio 
schools descended on St. Johns 
Cathedral. Students from St. Ignatius, 
Walsh Jesuit, Trinity, and Beaumont joined 
students from St. Eds to represent just a 
portion of the crowd that was present. 
But, despite popular opinion, this was not 
an anti-Bush or anti-America rally. It was 
a rally for peace through God. 

The rally began at St. Johns Cathedral, 
at the corner of E. 9th and Superior, where 
a prayer service was held. The service 
was led by Bishop Anthony Pilla and was 
based on prayers for peace. The service 
lasted just over a half-hour. It was fol- 
lowed by a march through the streets of 
downtown Cleveland. 

From the cathedral, our destination was 



City Hall. Cheers of "Peace, Not War" 
echoed through downtown as the students 
marched on. The march was met with 
mixed reactions. Some people took the 
time to acknowledge the group by honking 
their car horns, joining in on the cheers, or 
even joining the march. Others met us 
with less civil reactions. The majority, 
though, watched as 600 students marched 
through the streets of downtown 
Cleveland. 

At City Hall, we were met by Council 
people, including St. Edward graduate 
Matthew Zone, who were eager to speak to 
the crowd that one council man called "the 
future of our country." Speeches from 
five council people, a message from 
Dennis Kucinich, and a message from 
Mayor Jane Campbell enlivened the 
crowd. 

From there the march continued on to 



Public Square where the people who the 
rally was based around, the students, could 
voice their opinions. Representatives 
from each school one by one gave speech- 
es on why they were there. 

In-between every other speech were 
short performances by guitarist Joe Jinx. 
The student speeches continued for about 
an hour and a half. 

The rally was ended with a rendition 
of Crosby, Stills, and Nash's "For What Its 
Worth." 

All in all, it was a worthwhile day for 
the 600+ students who came to call for 
peace in a situation they see as unjust. 
Though the war has already begun, peace 
vigils and peaceful protests will continue. 
For more information see Mr. Kerr in the 
Campus Ministry Office. 



For the past eight years, the 
debate team has not had a two-person team 
advance to the Tournament of Champions, 
a prestigious tournament held once a year.

Darren Patrick, who received the 
top speaker award at the state tournament 
at Princeton High School and the Phyllis 
Barton Award, had teamed up with senior 
Chris Zwick. Together, Zwick and Patrick 
were able to qualify for the quarter final 
round in the State Tournament held annu- 
ally at Emory University. Nick D' Amico 
and Brian Graney, also advanced to the 
octafinal round.

We ought to have more Edsmen in the world

It has been quite some time since 
I have entered my thoughts in this forum 
and in this, my final farewell, I am torn 
between sentimentality and lighthearted 
witticism. Ultimately, so much has 
changed recently that I feel obliged to do 
what I have done so often here: examine 
the status quo and hope for a brighter 
future. There are three things that have 
particularly affected me in the past several 
weeks, though in vastly different ways: 
Operation Iraqi Freedom, the Hollywood 
institution, and my final weeks here at St. 
Edward High School. 

As practically everyone on earth 
is likely aware, Coalition forces have been 
engaging Iraqi forces in their home coun- 
try. This conflict has been discussed, crit- 
icized, and evaluated since its official 
diplomatic beginning on the floor of the 
General Assembly, nearly one year ago. 
Now that the troops have been deployed 
and, regrettably, we have suffered at least 
forty lost lives, Americans are wearied sig- 
nificantly. This is both understandable and 
acceptable; the loss of human life is some- 



thing that ought never be scoffed at, dis- 
missed, or discarded. However, it has 
always been the policy of this nation to 
honor both its international promises (like 
those made in UN Resolution 1441) and its 
obligation to be a hegemonic power in a 
world torn by the strife of conflict and the 
terror of dictatorial rule. I have always 
thought America to be country that guar- 
antees its citizens a safe world that affords 
them an optimum environment in which to 
seek the eternal trifecta of American ideol- 
ogy: life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. Now I know we are willing to fight 
for those values into the twenty-first cen- 
tury. 

While protests still rage, I support 
the action in Iraq and the troops undertak- 
ing that action. This does not mean I am a 
warmonger, because I do not think that 
war is enjoyable or entertaining. War is a 
serious matter that will continue to be re- 
examined in this generation as we experi- 
ence our first major conflict in thirteen 
years. Our operations in Iraq are essential 
to maintain the security and freedom of 



this country, and since the inception of 
those distinctly American ideals, it has 
never been wrong to fight to defend them. 

Hollywood, however, seems to 
disagree. I was disturbed by the self- 
aggrandizing presentation of the 75th 
Annual Academy Awards. I appreciate a 
celebrity's right to voice his or her opin- 
ion, just like every other American may do. 
What I cannot support is the notion that 
their action is somehow more significant, 
more historical, or more influential than 
the action in Iraq. Perhaps I received the 
wrong vibe, but I don't appreciate the soci- 
etal stratification from the Hollywood 
establishment dictating that I am a jingois- 
tic belligerent while the moralistic left 
conducts "real" critical decision making in 
the midst of picking a party dress and 
deciding what color they want to paint 
their new hybrid. My simple message to 
Hollywood, "Give it up, you are not the 
most important people in the world." 

Alas, I am brought to the most 
local of my concerns, at least geographi- 
cally. I am especially affected by my last 



days here at St. Edward. In the past four 
years I have had the privilege of exploring 
my intellectual potential, expressing my 
often-controversial views, and enjoying 
the company of some of the finest people, 
teachers, and students I have ever met. I 
thank everyone who made this possible, 
and I send a message to them and to those 
who will follow the path my classmates 
and I have followed: remember that you 
are an Edsman, and we stand for truth and 
honor. 

This is not the last community you 
will be assimilated into, but this experi- 
ence can be particularly provocative and 
poignant if you make it so. I can say that, 
just like the values Americans are fighting 
for thousands of miles away in Iraq, the St. 
Edward experience is not dangled on a 
golden string in front of you. 
Consequently, you must strive to own your 
experience here and maximize its positive 
potential. If more of our men heeded that 
advice, we might be able to confront the 
troubles of this world with more confi- 
dence.

As the show began, a spectacular 
array of sparkling diamonds, floated 
towards the bottom of television screens 
everywhere, as the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences celebrated 75 
years of Oscar award winning best pic- 
tures. 

Steve Martin, the host of this 



year's ceremony had a difficult job of 
maintaining a level of sensitivity for the 
current world situation while still making 
the nation laugh. It was a hard task, but he 
rose to the occasion. His monologue was 
endearingly comical as he took advantage 
of his famous audience by pointing out 
several of the evening's female attendees 
by calling attention to the imaginary rela- 
tionships he seems to have had with all 
five of the lead actress nominees.

Fill in presenters, who jumped at 
the chance to pick up the award baskets, 
each valued at over $40,000, included Nia 
Vardalos. A classic case of the rich getting 
richer! 

Many of the night's highlights 
came in the form of performances, and 
celebrity-laden film clips. Chicago stars 
and rival nominees Catherine Zeta- Jones 
and Queen Latifah were the hit of the show 
as the musically gifted duo performed "I 



Move On," from their movie soundtrack. 
Paul Simon also performed his nominated 
song from Nickelodeon's animated feature 
film, The Wild Thornberries. 

Previous winners lined the stage 
in a special remembrance segment that 
joined current winners with old- 
Hollywood stars, including Hayley Mills, 
Margaret O'Brien, Kirk Douglas, Mickey 
Rooney, and Olivia de Havilland. 

Political statements abounded the 
Oscar telecast as everyone from Susan 
Sarandon, with her subtle peace sign ges- 
ture and bow as she entered, to the more 
blatant attack on President Bush from 
Academy Award winner Michael Moore. 
He emphatically exclaimed, "anytime you 
have the Pope and the Dixie Chicks 
against you, your time is up." Stunned 
looks and audible forms of the audience's 
negative opinions over his remarks contin- 
ued throughout his acceptance speech. 
Moore proceeded to label President Bush

Good teams find ways to win, and 
that is what the basketball team did on 
March 8. The Eagles beat Lakewood 43-41 
on a buzzer-beating runner by senior 
Samario Clancy to advance to the regional 
semifinals at the University of Toledo. 

The district tournament was full 
of upsets, and St. Ed's had its share of 
close calls. In order to earn the right to 
play Lakewood, the Eagles survived a 
feisty North Ridgeville team and support- 
ers, and then ended North Olmstead's sea- 
son to set up a rematch with Lakewood. 

Lakewood took a 23-17 lead into 
halftime, but following the break, 
Lakewood turnovers allowed St. Ed's to 
climb to within two points. Ryan Marando 
led the comeback scoring seven points in 



the third and finishing with eleven for the 
game. Lakewood looked to be pulling 
away as the clock kept running and their 
lead stretched to seven on a three -pointer 
by Mark Fannin. St. Ed's was still down 
two with under a minute remaining when 
Marando 's miraculous tip went through 
the hoop to tie the game with 41 seconds 
remaining.
